Sales, Use Tax 


Doubled in First 


Five Months 


Palm Springs retail sales hit 
the highest level in history during 
the first five m onths of fiscal 
1958 as city officials tabulated 
sales and use tax receipts of *114, 
Í18 for the period. 
Indicating a substantial upward 
climb in over-the-counter trattic 
at Village stores, tax receipts 
counted from July t h r o u g h 
November a l m o s t doubled the 
*77,(19» tallied in the same period 
last year. 
SHELBY LANGFORD, city fl­ 
am ee director, pointed out that 
the fiscal 1958 tax figure includes 
a year-old use tax. which accounts 
for 20 per cent of the total. 
But the five-month record still 
stands above any past period even 
when this is taken into account. 


IN' THE FIFTH month. Novem­ 
ber sales taxes decreased slightly 
to *16.866. This is about average 
for the month but slightly below 
the *18.873 for November of fiscal 
1957 (actual 19561. 
The November receipts are the 
last reported by the city because, 
Langford pointed out, tax collec­ 
tions are made by the state and 
returned to the city 90 days later. 


President Asks 
Tariff Authority

Faced with "a serious lag” in 
contributions. Palm Springs Unit­ 
ed Fund officials today opened an 
intensive week-long campaign de­ 
signed to reach all Village mer­ 
chants. 
Spearheaded by George Beebe 
Jr.. president of the Retail Mer* 
c h a n t s Association, volunteer 
workers started a program of per­ 
sonal calls on local businessmen 
to swell the near-empty United 
Fund coffers. 


F U N D OFFICIALS reported 
that they have counted only one- 
third of their $102.500 goal in their 
"once-a-year" plan to solicit cash 
for the 13 charities comprising 
the United Fund organization. 
Today's campaign opened after 
Beebe met with a corps of volun­ 
teer workers at the Youth Center. 
Volunteers began their “one time' 
calls on Palm Springs business 
houses this morning. 
The United Fund campaign was 
originally designed as principally 
a solicitation by mail program 
But poor returns resulted in a 
change of fund drive tactics, offi­ 
cials said. 


BEEBE. CHAIRMAN of United 
Fund’s M erchant’s D i v i s i o n , 
asked that merchants receive the 
volunteer workers "courtesouly.” 
adding that ‘‘merchantg s h o u l d 
not ask the volunteers to return 
for another call." 
"We want to pick up the United 
Fund checks in this one visit be­ 
cause the men and women con­ 
ducting the drive are leaving their 
homes, children and. in some 
cases, even their own, businesses 
to help in the cam paign." Beebe 
said. "Please don’t waste t h e i r 
tim e." 


BEEBE POINTED out t h a t 
when the Chamber of Commerce 


decided on creation* of the United 
Fund, "the reason was that don 
ors would be contacted just once 
during the season." 
"This is the call that is to pitk 
up the check or pledge for the 
group of local and national chari 
ties represented by United Fund.” 
Beebe explained. "No other drive 
will be made." 
The Retail M erchants Associa­ 
tion president also noted t h a t 
"this is the logical time to con­ 
tact local m erchants" b e c a u s e 
"m ost every business is far above 
last season In retail sales.” 


B E E B E EMPHASIZED t h e 
point that the current drive is not 
for one single project, such as 
Community Chest, but embraces 
almost every charitable agency 
encountered in the resort area. 
United Fund officials attending 
the kickoff meeting for the mer 
chant's division campaign w e r e 
Homer Hilton.

In an exclusive interview with 
the United Press Strauss said lie 
could see no way in which the 
money could he made available 
out of the West German defense 
budget 
"M y budget for 1958 is 10 billion 
m arks 
( *2.380.952 380' and they 
will be spent." he said. 
BRITAIN IS demanding 50 mil­ 
lion pounds sterling (104 million 
dollars >for the upkeep of its 60 - 
OOO-man Rhine armv in the next 
financial year, while France sub­ 
m itted a claim to the NATO Coun­ 
cil Wednesday for the upkeep of 
its troops on German soil. 
"They will get a 'no' from us, 
too." Strauss said, commenting on 
the French demand. 
The burly hard-driving defense 
minister spoke only a few hours 
after attending a nine-hour Cabi­ 
net session Wednesday in which 
the support costs problem was 
thrashed out 
NATO SECRETARY 
General 
Paul Henri Spaak Is due here 
Saturday In an all 'm ot to break 
the deadlock which threatens to 
become a major crisis in the west­ 
ern alliance. 
Strauss said there was no bud­ 
get surplus to satisfy the allied 
demands He said that if British 
and French claims were eranted. 
the United States—with the larg­ 
est force in West Germ any— 
would be forced by congressional 
pressure to make a sim ilar claim.

The W eather Bureau said gen 
eral snowfall in the area was ex­ 
pected to stop late today as a 
local disturbance continued its 
northeastward movement across 
Maine. 


A SIX HOUR DEPOSIT of two 
inches of snow at Burlington. Vt.. 
brought the total snow depth to 
19 inches, while an extra f o u r 
inches of snow at Rumfoid, Me , 
piled up snow depths well over 
the two-foot mark. 
Vestiges of the heavy r a i n s 
which swept across the Gulf Coast 
Wednesday fell on the Carolinas 
during the night, and there was 
general rainfall in the far North­ 
west. 


Two Fires Destroy Two Cars,

DOUGLAS. Wyo. HI) — County 
Attorney W i l l i a m Dixon today 
filed first degree murder charges 
against "mad dog " killer Charles 
Starkweather. 19 Dixon must de­ 
cide whether to prosecute or turn 
the red-haired garbage collector 
over to Nebraska authorities. 
Wyoming Gov. Milward Simpson 
announced ft Sheridan he definite­ 
ly would commute any death sen­ 
tence to life should Starkweather 
be convicted in Wyoming. Simp­ 
son does not believe In the death 
l>ei»al!y. 
BUT HE SAID “ I'll be guided 
by Dixon's wishes " 
After filing the charges. Dixon 
said he had reached no decision 
on whether to prosecute them. He 
also said he would not decide 
whether to file charges against 
Starkweather’s 14 - year-old girl 
companion until he had questioned 
her fully. 
Meanwhile, Police Lt. E ft. Hen- 
ninger of Lincoln, Neb., questioned 
Starkweather for two hours and 
20 minutes, then told newsmen 
verbal statements by Starkweath­ 
er "indicated he committed the 
nine murders" with which he has 
been linked in Nebraska 
ASKED ABOUT a 10th N ebras­ 
ka victim, Robert Colvert. w h o 
was killed in December. Hennin- 
ger replied: "I think we can get 
that cleared up te r " 
Henninger s a i d Starkweather 
had tentatively agreed to make a 
written statement and sign it aft­ 
er the arrival of Lincoln Police 
Chief Joseph Carroll, Lancaster 
County Attorney Elm er Sheele and 
Sheriff Merle Kamopp who were 
enroute here. 
HENNINGER ALSO complained 
that Wyoming authorities were 
"not cooperating” because he was 
not permitted to talk to Stark­ 
weather until today 
Starkweather ate a large break 
fast of bacon, eggs, juice, toast 
and milk 
He was cowed and sullen Wed­ 
nesday after officials shot his sto­ 
len Packard automobile full of 
holes during a wild chase through 
Douglas.

IN R i s s f A ALL opinion on the 
U .S. is reflected through a gov­ 
ernm ent-controlled 
p ress, 
radio 
and TV. In the U.S. It’s not that 
o n esid ed 
Although m uch 
opinion 
about 
R ussia Is released Ihrough got- 
ern m en t spokesm en, we have a 
free press and free discussions 
w hich provide a m ore Intelligent 
ap p raisal of R ussians than they 
could ever gel of us. 


BUT EVEN THOUGH we have 
th e advantage of free discussion 
about Russia, we are influenced

propaganda which com es to 
us for a variety of reasons, real 
o r im aginary. F undam entally we 
can accept as gospel-truth that
